(a) Glass 


(1) A bottle factory in BIALYSTOK. 
Monthly output: up to 1.5 million 
bottles. 


(2) 2 bottle factories at WCLOMIN. 
Monthly output: up to 2 million 
bottles. 


(3) A bottle factory at TLUSZCZ. 
Monthly output: up to 800,000 
bottles. 


(4) A modern factory with suspended 
furnaces, at OZAHOW, producing 
bottles for pharmacies and for 
cosmetics, 

Monthly output: up to 2 million 
bottles. 


(5) The TARGOWEK factory at WARSAW, 
producing special glasses for use 
in laboratories and pressed glass. 


(6) A bottle factory at SIEDLCE. 
Production output: up to 1.5

(1) A factory at PRUSZKOW near WARSAW 
with two furnaces, producing chinaware. Its 
monthly output during 1950 was valued at 7 
million zloties. 


(2) A tile factory at BIALYSTCK. Its 
monthly output is valued at 1.5 million zloties. 


(c) Soap 


(1) The "POLO" Factory near WARSAW, 
producing laundry soap and candles. 
Monthly output: 100 tons of soap and 50 tons 
of candles. 


(2) The "ADAMCZEWSKI" Factory at WARSAW 
(PRAGA) 
Monthly output: 50 tons of Lauridry,,soap. 


(3) The "PLOCKIE ZADLADY CHEMICZNE" 
Factory at PLOCK. Modern equipmerit. 
Producticn: Laundry soap, and washing powders. 
Monthly output: 60 tons of soap.

(3) The "DOBROBUT" Factory at WARSAW, 
KAWECZYNSKA ST., producing smoked fish. 


(f) Electrical Implements 


(1) The "EGO" Factory at WARSAW, PULVSKA 
ST., manufacturing various electric al implements 
The monthly output during 1950 was valued at 
1.5 million gloties. 


(2) The "KABEL" Factory at WARSAW, KCZA 
ST., producing accessories for electrical in- 
allations 
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(g) Timber 


(1) The "WARSZAWSKI PRZEMYSL DRZEWNY" Factory 
at TARGOVA ST. (PRAGA). Very modern German 
machinery, producing standard furniture. 

Monthly output: 100 cm3, 


(2) The "STOLARZ" Factory at WARSAW, 
GROZOWSKA ST,, producing school furniture 
(desks, etc.) 


(3) The "LASTRICO" Factory at WARSAW, 
CHOZIA ST., producing wooden flooring. 


(4) The "KSILOLIT" Factory at WARSAW, 
CHOZIA ST., also producing wooden flooring. 


(h) Tanneries 


(1) A factory at NOWOMINSK near WARSAW. 
This factory has a special department for 
the manufacture of felt boots for the army and 
for railway workers. 
Monthly output: 1,200 pairs. 


(2) The "PFEIFER" Factory at WARSAW, 
OKOPOWA ST. 
Monthly output during 1950 was valued at 
3 million zloties. 


(i) Textile factories 


The "TKALNIA" Factory at PLOZCK. Very 
modern factory w th 12 automatic looms, 
producing cloth for the army. 

Monthly output during 1950 was valued at 1.5 
million zloties. 


(j) Household articles 
The "VOGELNEST" Factory at STOJADLA near 
MINSK MAZOWIECKI, producing knives, forks and 


spoons. The monthly output during 1950 was 
valued at 3 million zloties. 
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(k) Repair workshops 


(1) The "OZAROWSKIEGO" Factory at WARSAW, 
WRONIA ST. 


(2) The "AVIA" Factory at WARSAW, 
CHMIELNA ST. 


Both these factories repaired electrical 
motors. 


2. To supervise these factories the Ministry of 
Light industry is divided into 15 "Central Managements" 
(CENTRALNE ZARZADY) for cosmetics, plastics, inorganic 
products (acids), organic products, mineral production 
(glass, etc.), ceramic products, electrical implements, 
paints, textiles, metal household goods, leather, timber 
products, and oil (soap, etc). fnu ROZANSKI is the Minister 
of Light Industry; Jdzef DOBRZANSKI is the manager of 
"local industry" for the Ministry; Stanislaw KONIECZNY 
manages the Planning Department, and Mrs. SIGALI manages 
the personnel Department of the Ministry. 
all of these persons as good party members. 
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
